lenry B. Dement, is now in the hands of the 
State Printer. In years past these reports 
have made a volume of but about 100 pages, 
while the forthcoming report will contain 
at least three times that many pages. This 
difference results from the fact that the pres- 
ent Secretary will do what none of his pre- 
decessors have ever pretended to do—show 
in detail all the financial transactions of his 
important department of the State Govern- 
ment. Large appropriations have been made 
at each ares of the Legislature for this de- 
partment, bu 

ITEMIZED STATEMENTS 


of the manner in which these funds have 
been expended have not been made. Capt. 
Dement, during his service in the Legis- 
lature, learned that this was always unsatis- 
factory to the members, even though there 
was no suspiciOn that these funds were not 

roperly expended, and determined that dur- 
ing his administration of the office there 
should be no cause fer complaint on this 
score. This is the reason why the forthcom- 
ing report will contain the names of every 
individual who paid any sum to the office on 


account of fees or otherwise, as well as | 


eopy of all bills paid from oad appropria- 
tion, exhibiting in detail to whom and for 
what purpose each dollar was paid. 

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS 


are also presented in this report in regard to 
the cost of the public printing and other sim- 
ilar expenses of the State Government, which 
have never before been made public except 
in a general way, all being usually lumped 
together in the previous reports of this of- 
fice. From Oct. I, 1880, to Oct. 1, 182— the 
time covered by the last contract—the public 
printing cost $55,000, an average of $17,500 
pet annum, and the public bindmg for the 
same period cost $20,000, In the palmy days 
of the printing combination here the public 
printing and binding cost the State 
AS MUCH AS $140,000 PER ANNUM, 


althodgu there was not one-quarter as 
much work done then as now, nor was it 
nearly as well done, while during the last 
two years these items have cost but about 
$27,500 per annum. And, better yet, the new 
contract for State printing for the two. years 
from Oct. 1, 1882, has been let at prices aver- 
aging 25 per cent leas than the last one. 

Secretary Dementis also able to make a 
remarkably good showing as to the econon- 
ical manner in which the various funds in- 
trusted to his department have been man- 
aged, large amounts having been saved out 
of various appropriations and allowed to 
lapse into the State Treasury.

the Secretary says: 

The a riations made by the Thirty-second 
4 7 for various purposes, the ac- 
counts of which are kept in this department, 
will be sufficient to meet all requirements for 
the time they were intended to cover, and no de- 
ficiency will be asked of the Thirty-third Gen- 
eral Assembiy unless something now uuforeseen 
should occur.

Statistics from the Crop Buliétin of In- 
Ataus for 1882—Large Inctease in the 
Yield of Wheat, Corn, and Oate—The 
Arkansas Cotton Crop.

IspraNaporis, Ind, Oct, %3-+The final 
crop bulletin for Indiana for 1889 will de is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistica tomorrow. 
lt presents the following: The wheat crep 
amounts to 46,928,643 bushels, grown on 
3,068,348 acres. Last year the crop was 30, 
625,668 bushels; acreage, 8,201,547, ‘The aver- 
age production per acre in the Northern Di- 
vision of the State was 11.42 bushels: in the 
Central Division, 16.87; in the Southern Di- 
vision, 16,70. 

The corn crop of this year is 115,699,757 
bushels; acreage, 3,312,683. This was a creat 
surprise to the bureau, so much so that 
after the reports were in and tabulated 
pains were taken to verify them. Last year 
the yield was 71,387,075 bushels, from 3,135,178 
acres. 

The aggregate production of oats is the 
largest ever known in the State. The acre- 
age was 684,622, and number of bushels 19,- 
615,516; last year the production was 14.808, 
617: in 1879, the largest crop grown previous 
to 1882, the yield was 15,599,618 bushels, 

Rye is ane of the minor crops of the State; 
the acreage was 36,605, and yeld 548,405 
bushels; in 1881, 15,889 acres were planted, 
producing 208,912 bushels. 

Barley is also but slightly cultivated com- 
pared with the staple productions. This 
year there were grown 1,138,717 bushels on 
44,248 acres; last vear the yield was 526,564 
bushels from 26,238 acres. 

Flax is raised in seventy-five counties, and 
and 13,784 acres were sown, producing 905,451 
bushels of seed. Forty-two of the ninety- 
two counties in the State have more than 
1,000 acres apiece. Wabash is the Danner 
flax county, —— 82,118 bushels. 

The area planted in tobacco this year was 
17,234 acres, which produced 1 496 
pounds, against 6,565,783 pounds raised last 
year on 13,615 acres; only twelve counties re- 
port no tobacco grown. Warrick and Spen- 
cer have over 4,000 acres each, and Pike and 
Dubois over 1,000 acres each. 

There were were 984,982 acres in meadow, 
producing 15,909,949 tons of hay, the largest 
crop in 
figures were s. 

Fruit, especially apples and 
largely short of an average crop. 82 
are reported at 28,180,685 bushels, and 
peaches 2,063,436 bushels, There are 238,083 
pear-trees of bearing age in the Stare, 112,222 
plum-trees, and 51,983 quince-trees, 

Irish potatoes are a large crop, much above 
the average. The area planted was 72, 
acres, and production § 7,264,830 bushels, 
against 2,396,350 bushels last year on only a 
little smaller gerdage; in 1880 crop 
amounted to 4,143,034 bushels, with about the 
same area as this year.

BETTER BEGIN TO LEARN IT NOW, 

It is true that there may be in Europe a high- 
er order of culture than there is bere; but in no 
city in Europe, big or little, is there, Mr. Chair- 
man, and ladies and geutlemen, such magoill- 
cent material for culture as there is in Chicago. 
In no cityin Europe has private enterprise 
achieved such marveious, such wonderful physi- 
cai results: im no city in Europe bas the Goy- 
ernment done so littie. [Appiause.] Now the 
time will come, for, as we see what other cities 
do, we know what we may do—the time will 
surely come when, exchangi the influeoce of 
our example of free institu 8, which has al- 
ready wroughta united Germany and a united 
Italy, we shall take back in exchange from the 
Old Worid some of its lessons in the goveru- 
ment of cities; and the strong-fibred men of

LEARNED FROM EUROPEAN TRAVEL. 

I have been inquired of concerning the charac- 
ters of these peopies. Mr. Medill bas somewhat 
foreshadowed what I intended to say to you, for 1 
remember that I said to bim that I intended vis- 
iting Europe not so much to see its ruins as its 
living things. We manufactured ruins here on 
u large scale once (laughter) in the course of 
forty-eight bours, and in 1871 perbaps exhibited 
the largest assortment of ruins which the worid 
bad ever witnessed. [{Laughter.)

l had oceasion to talk about this much-vaunt- 
ed politeness of the Parisians. There is this to 
be said about them: you see upon the 
streets any chivalric admiration for women is 
absolutely absent from their character, and 
there is not on the frontier a ruffian, half sav- 
age and balf civilized, that does not in a com- 

ison iu that respect, which in my judgment 
6s the real, genuine, crucial test of whether a 
man is a gentleman or not, shine resplendent 
in his rags and dirt compared with an risian 
dandy that ever ſufested the Champs Elyssés or 
any of their boulevards. I didsoadmire what 
1 to be a characteristic of our people 
while I was there. and we drew the con- 
trast all the time, wnen 1 knew that in all this 
great country of 50,000,000 of people there was 
nota single American se low down or so bigh 
up that he would not fight at the drop of the 
hat, even to the peril of his own life, to resent 
an indignity to a woman. We all know that, 
and I refiected upon that when I saw those 
Frenchmen in the streets. I said tothe despe- 
radoes, Lou are one of the Princes of a 
roval le, you are a gentieman, marked by 
the Almighty as one; and as for you—tbis other 
man—you sbould have been born in the neuter 
gender. (Laughter and appiause.) I have said 


PARIS IS THE MOST BEAUTIFUL CITY 
in the world. I think that thatisso. Its streets 
are marveious. You have all seen them pretty 
much, they are se clean, and the goveroment is 
so perfect. Their system of pubiic instruction 
under the Republic is, as 1 have stated, the best 
in all this world. Their streets are cleaned 
every day. and [think any gentleman who has 
recently visited Paris, who returns and says that 
our. streets are as well kept as theirs, is mis- 
taken. n He either could not have 
seen their streets or he has not seen ours. It is 
worth while to know now they do it. All the 
accumulations of the day are thrown into 
the street 8 They are picked and assort- 
ed, for the Frenchmen never throw away 
anything. (Laugbter.| He cooks his dirt after 
it is properly seasoned, and saves it ln that way. 
He sends $20,000,000 in rat-skins and oat-skins 
manufactured to America every year, and more 
to Engiand. They get rich on the things we run 
over or throw away, and there isa reguiar 
series ot analytic inspecuons of those dirt- 
heaps every morning. apd after the gentieman 
ly scavenger and the rag-picker have thorough- 
ly analyzed them they are thrown away, and 
where they are thrown to I did not follow up to 
see. You would learn they are put to some 
useful purpose. And tben each day those 
maguificent boulevards are inspected, 
and watched, and mended, and it 
is a cow fort to ride there. It 
is a comfort to drive there, and it is a com- 
fort to walk there. You are protected absolute- 
ly from insult there; ou those streets you never 
see real violence.

I don’t say 
that there are no co uons which run the 
City of Chicago or New York, but they come 80 
near it. Their corporation is kept in strict 
obedience to the law, and so is every individual, 
and their laws are most rigidiy and most 
promptly enforced, and so it is one of the quiet- 
est cities you ever saw. It has about 3,900,000 
of people, and it is delightfully quiet. They have 
the octroi tax—Il haveu't learned the French 
anguage, and therefore I tall not attempt to 
use any French terms. Some one asked me in 
Paris if I was tryi to learn French. I said, 
“No, but I was studiously endeavoring to teach 
the people to talk Engiish,”’ and in that connec- 
tion you will not be bothered to find some one 
who wili understand you all over Europe. Mrs. 
Sturrs and | weat up onto Mount Rigi to see the 
sun rise. The sun set properly enough and it 
was an exceedingly fine spectacie, but it did not 
rise the net morning or next 
worning, and that evening, as we 
were shivering in the hotel, Mrs. Storrs, 
as most ladies do that go to Europe, found 
a littie shop in the hotei where they nad Swiss 
bonbous or something of that sort that 
were very cheap.

The day before the last I was in Paris, [ 
wanted totakea look at the Champs Elysees, 
and go down and see the Arch of Triumph.

Lwishedtogo down orm the Bois, 
and I drove there, and I think there was a mill- 
ion people out that day—there could not have 
been a man less—and they were as Quiet and 
orderiy,as peaceful, as well managed as any 
church society you ever saw in America—indeed 
they are u wonderful people in that respect.

always-asserting lie, was not worthy of that 
marvelous and great people, and o they are 
settling calmiy and quietly and resolutely right 
down to their work; and so I believe that not a 
great time from now, we will be able to return 
the compliments that the old monarchy paid to 
us. We can never forget the Freneb-—the real 
Freuchman—we can never forget that that 
Splendid people rst took the you and trem- 
bling Nation by the hand, led us to front and 
introduced the United States of America into 
the family of nations. [Appiause.) 

Speaking more of scenery, let me say this, for 
this is a night for full confessions: 1 don't 
think we have any mountain scenery to con- 
pare with Switzerland. It does seem to me that 
the Lord neverdid anything in the way of 
soenery, of mountains, and valieys, and lakes 
so magnificent as he has put into the marvelous 
little Republic.

“I have returned to Chicago in better 
health than I have enjoyed in ten years.

Like all Chi- 
cagoans I am very glad indeed to reach 
home, however.“ 

“Was your European trip an extensive 
one?“ asked the reporter. 

must say it was, considering the length 
ot time 1 spent across the water. I did a 
great deal of going about in Europe, and 
have seen as much as any man ought to see 
in ninety days. London and Paris are the. 
only places I rested in and my rest there was 
not at all protracted.”’ 

How are travelers reeeived in Europe?“ 

Very . In travelmg in Europe 
pretty much all credentials a man re- 
quires is an, American citizenship. This 
talk about the English people being sur! 
and gruff toward all American tourists is all 
foolishness. Of course there are pompous 
and overbearing Englishmen as well as 
Americans. As Mr. Morley said. to 
me one day- at a dinner party, ‘There are 
cad and cads—men of all nationalities who 
make themselves obnoxious to their fellow 
countrymen.’ There are a certain class of 
travel Americans in Europe who disgust 
everybody with their braggadocio, and none 
more than their fellow Americans, who real- 
ly feel ashamed of them. The only drunken 
wan I saw in Europe was a pompous South- 
eruer at the Grand Hotel, in Paris. He was 
forever bragging about his house, his equi- 
pages, and his daughter, and he disgusted me 
and 1221 el There are many things 
to be learned in Eürope if one keeps one’s 
eyes and ears open. If people are so disposed 
— can, of course, find many things to find 
fault with, but there are many things to ad- 
mire and much to learn.“ 

What about the cattle trade with Europe 
that you referred to in one of your letters to 
Tue TRIBUNE?” 

“ There is nothing further to be said than 
what I wrote. I had one or two interviews

The Old Lake- Front Case Comes Up 
Again. 

A move was made yesterday in the old 
case of the United States against the City of 
Chicago, the Illinois Central Kailroad Com- 
pany, the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company, the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company, and others. The orig- 
inal bill was filed Aug. 13, 1869, to prevept 
the defendants from using that part of 
Lake-Front between Madison and Randolph 
streets now occupied in part by the base- 
ball park. A final decree and injunc- 
tion were granted by Judge Drum- 
mond in July, 1871, and the papers 
were destroyed soon after in the great fire. 
The case was dismissed in 1874 by Judge 
Blodgett on the general call of his docket, 
the papers not having been restored. A mo- 
tion was made in October following to re- 
store the papers, and copies of the most of 
them were filed, but it was never carried out. 
Yesterday another attempt was made to re- 
docket the case and file a supplemental bill 
against the “Nickle-Plate” Road. Judge 
Drummond took the motion to restore the 
record uuder advisement, qa yp leave 
to file the supplemental! bill, it was filed. 

Ine supplemental bill set up that the orig- 
inal bill was filed Aug. 13, 1 alleging that 
in 1821 the United States owned all the par- 
cel of land which afterward became the 
south fraction of Sec. 10, 30, 14, and in that 

ear caused it to be subdivided. In 18% the 

ractional section was set apart for use as a 
military reservation. In 1839 the land 
subdivided into blocks 
sold, reserving, however, 
land in the southeast 
dedicating it as “public 
forever to remain vacant of public build- 
ings,” it being the intention to dedicate irrev- 
ocably said public grounds to the use of the 
public, and especially those who should be- 
come owners of lands fronting thereon. The 
remainder of the land which was sold 
brought much 28 prices, as is claimed, 
on account of fact that part of the 
ground was reserved for public use. The 

rion which was sold is Known as Fort 

arborn Addition to Chicago. The un- 
sold portion was taken possession of by 
the city in trust for the general 5 — 
This latter tract is bounded by Madison 
street on the south, Randolph street on the 
north, the lake on the east, and the alley be- 
tween Michigan and Wabash avenues on the 
west, and nelüdes the White Stocking 
grounds and Dearborn Park. On the filing 
of the original bill Judge Drummond granted

THE FRAUDULENT BURKE-RASTER RES- 
OLUTIONS. 

New revelations are throwing some light 
upon the histery of the Raster-Burke reso- 
lutions which were crowded down the throat 
of the County Convention last Tuesday 
through the efforts of ene Burke, a Demo- 
cratic wolf in sheep’s garb. An important 
part of the story, heretofore untold, is re 
counted in the local columns of Tur Tä- 
ung this morning. We acquit Mr. Raster 
of any intentional share in this conspiracy. 
He had prepared extreme resolutions honest-, 
ly expressing his own convictions, and he 
possibly deemed the adoption of these reso- 
lutions as more important than Republican 
success. The conspirators tound his reso- 
lutions convenient for their purpose. This 
isas far as Raster’s responsibility for the 
result extends. But the story isauthentic, and 
shows that Burke was acting throughout as 
acal’s-paw or agent of the Democratic ma- 
chine. Burke was t the sort of person to 
select for such dirty work. He is a Demo- 
erat by nature and association. Ille was ap- 
pointed Deputy-Sheriff by Kern, and then 
turned against his patron and helped defeat 
him. {This service secured him a place un- 
der Sherif! Hoffmann, and he became a 
“worker” on the other side to retain the 
place under Sheriff Mann. Of course be 
betrayed Mann at the last, and began in- 

riguing with the Mike McDonald gang to as- 
sure his retention in the Sheriff's office in 
the event of McGarigle’s election. This has 
been promised to him on condition that he 
should introduce into the Republican Con- 
vention an element of dissension in the shape 
of ultra anti-prohibition resolutions denying 
the constitutional rights of the majority, and 
insist upon their consideratlon. Mr. Raster’s 
violent resolutions would serve this purpose 
as well as any other, end the turncoat and 
rehegade Burke was intrusted with them. 
McDonald and Chesterfield Mackin were on 
hand to see that Burke should carry out the 
full measure ot his contract with them, and 
knowing that their eyes were upon him he 
roared and stormed until he drowned out all 
reason and sense.

This interruption of the regular pro- 
ceedings was so contrary to all practice and 
propriety that the Chairman of the conven- 
tion (Mr. E. G. Keith) promptly ruled Burke 
outof order without any information as to 
the character of the resolutions which he 
proposed to offer. Burke appealed from the 
ruling of the Chair, and, pending the de- 
cision of the convention, caused it to be un- 
derstood that the resolutions declared gen- 
erally against prohibition. Probably curios- 
ity as much as anything else induced the 
convention to vote by a small majority to 
hear the resolutions read. At this point an 
effort was made to have a Committee on 
Resolutions appointed, which is the universal 
practice whena platform is to be adopted, 
and to refer to that committee Burke’s reso- 
tions and any others that might be offered. 
But this course would not have enabled 
Burke to carry out his treacherous program, 
and, in spite of ali protest, he proceeded to 
read the resolutions he held. The reading 


was stumbling and indistinot at the best, and 


the confusion in the convention was so 
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great that it is safe to say nota single dele- 
gate understood the real purport of what had 
been read. 
‘Mr. Raymond, delegate from the Eight 
eenth Ward, moved to lay the resolutions 
on the table because they had been intro- 
duced irregularly and out of place, and be- 
cause they related to a subject which was 
not legitimately before the convention. A 
motion to lay on the table was declared lost 
by about half a dozen votes, but there is a 
strong suspicion that Burke was aided at 
this point by a false count. Again it was 
moved that a committee from the several 
divisions of the city be appointed to con- 
sider and reporton all resolutions; but this 
proposition, which assured an intelligent 
consideration and would have been accepted 
in any fair effort to secure an expression 
from the convention on any given subject, 
was yelled down by Burke and his coadjutors. 
Probably Mike McDonald, Joe Mackin, and 
their gung at the back of the hall howled 
louder then any of the regular delegates, 
Thus the convention was placed in just the 
position Mike McDonald and his tool Burke 
desired. The real meaning of the resolu- 
tions was not understood, but there was 
simply a confused impression that they de- 
clared against prohibition. To vote them 
down it was claimed would be construed 
as an expresslon in favor of prohibi- 
tion, and as the convention was not 
disposed to take that stand the resolutions 
were passively accepted as the readiest 
escape from the dilema into which Burke 
and Mike McDonald had crowded the 
convention. The whole: procedure was de- 
signed as a trap. It was sprung upon the 
convention.

ALLEGED CRUELTY TO ARABI—A COURT OF 
INQUIRY ORDERED—THE FLOGGING OF A 
SHEIKH—DUKE OF CONNAUGHT’S JOURNEY, 

Spectal to London Standard. 

CAmo, Oct. 11.— Much regret is expressed 
in native official circles at the extraordinary 
delay ontthe part of the British Government 
in indicating at least the general lines of 
their scheme for the reorganization of the 
Egyptian Administration, as every day’s de- 
lay is calculated to increase the difficulties 
attendant upon these most necessary modifl- 
cations. 

No one here admits even the possibility ofa 
renewal of the Joint Control. The dangers 
resuiting from its dual character were suffi- 
ciently illustrated by the assistance which 
the National party, although notoriously 
hostile to the institution itself, at 
times derived from the Freuch ele- 
ment. Besides this, the position of inde- 
pendence and superiority which the Control 
assumed, as a Power outside and above the 
Egyptian Government, rendered it fatally 
unpopular. 

The present Egyptian Government, whom 
the force of circumstances has now thrown 
perforce into the arms of England, deem 
the future preponderance of British 
influence absolutely indispensable to ex- 
clude the renewal ot past intrigues 
and disorders. They consider it of equal 
importance that their influence shall hence- 
forth be exercised as a force acting from- 
within, rather than without, the Egyptian 
Government, as its efficiency would bein 
creased rather than diminished by the with- 
drawal of the appearance of jealous and 
hostile interference which has hitherto dis 
tinguished it. 

GREAT ANXIETY 

is therefore manifested amongst all intelll- 
gent Egyptians, both within and without 
official circles, to further British views and 
to follow British advice; and the delay upon 
the partof the English Government in stat- 
ing their intentions is most severely com- 
mented upon. Asa foreign diplomatist re- 
marked to me, British statesmanship is very 
far from keeping pace with British arms. 

At the instance of the British authorities a 
private court of inquiry has been appointed 
to investigate the following circumstances: 
On Saturday night Ibrahim Agar, one of 
chief palace eünuchs, with several armed 
men, entered the cell of Abdul Gaffer, 
a political prisoner, roused him from 
sleep, spat in his face, and inflicted other in- 
dignities upon him. They then proceeded to 
the cell of Arabi, and acted towards him in 
the same manner, but with greater violence, 
indeed, it is said that for some time Arabi’s 
life was in danger. Several of the Egyptian 
Palace officials are accused of complicity in 
the outrages.

Jim Burke Dentes the Conspiracy 
with the Democrats and Tells How 
He Oame to Offer Those Besolutions. 
Curious to know what Mr. Burke would 

have to say for himself in connection with 
such a revelation as that published elsewhere 
regarding the McCormick Hall resolutions, a 
TRIBUNE reporter gave him an opportunity 
yesterday to unburden. He was very indig- 
nant, not to say exceedingly wroth, over the 
matter, but admitted that he heard some 
whispers of it around town before the re- 
porter called his attention tw it. 

„The statement that I made any trade in 
this matter,” said he, is wholly false. Do 
you want to know the history of those 
resolutions? L. C. Collins, the Republican 
Representative in the Seventh District, took 
those papers from A. C, Hesing on the morn- 
ing of the convention, and gave them to lra 
W. Buell, of the Third Ward, with the un- 
derstanding that Buell was to present them 
to the convention. Mr. Buell agreed to do 
so, but for some reason or other kept them 
in his pocket until after the proper time for 
appointing a committee on resolutions had 


passed by. In place of having the committee 
appointed and the resolutions referred, as he 
should bave done, he kept them in his 
pocket until it was too late. lle then 
transferred them to Mr. Miller, 
a German delegate from the Eighteenib 
Ward. Mr. Miller, as Tue Trispune’s re- 
port of the convention will prove, tried to 
get the resolutions through and failed. 1 
had told Raster, who 1 understood had 
drawn some resolutions, and 1 told others, 
too, that if nobody else would put them be- 
fore the convention I would. When Miller 
failed to get them before the convention, I 
then asked him to give them to me and 1 
would see that they went before the conven- 
tion. I took them and asked leave 
to present some _ resolutions. That 
was objected to. Then 1 asked leave 
to read them for information, and that was 
objected to. Then I asked that a committee 
be appointed, and again they objected. Then 
I meved to suspend the rules, and the mo- 
tion was carried. I walked up to give the 
resolutions to the 1 they halloed 
out, Read them yourse t? and did. 1 
introduced them with the understanding that 
Ishouldn't say one word for them. That was 
the request of the Staats-Zeitung folks—that 
I shouldn’t say anvthing, but simply pre- 
sent them to the convention and let 
it do what it liked. Two minutes before I 
introduced them, I didn’t have mem. I knew 
they were in existence, and had simply given 
my word to the Stuats-Zeitung that I would 
put them in if nobody else did, and 1 kept 
my word. After the resolutions had been 
read, instead ot making a speech [ simply 
turned to the Chair, moved the adoption of 
the resolutions, and step off the stage. I 
would not ays sai anything after- 
wards had not Sam Raymond 
made the insinuation that I was a tool of 
the Democratic party. In putting the word 
‘dare,’ 1 simply u it in the sense of what 
I thought the best policy—that the conven- 
tion should adopt them. It was under the 
excitement of the moment, and wasn’t in- 
tended as a threat at all. What I meant was 
that, if they didn’t adopt those resolutions, in 
my judgment it would be disastrous. The 
reason I made such an effort for the 
resolutions was this: Three days be- 
fore the convention met. Tae Tum 
UNE and ali the other Republican papers 
and a many Republican politicians were 
hollering that we must do something to pre- 
vent the alienation of the German vote, and 
that was my sole object. 

“Now, can’t you see for yourself,“ re- 
sumed Mr. Burke, after a pause, how ab- 
surd it is to put mein the position of having 
made a trade with the Democrats, when Ira 
Buell and Mr. Miller agreed to do what I 
did? Don’t you see the inconsistency? 1 
want the public to understand this: that 
two minutes before the resol u- 
tions were introduced 1 didn't 
know I was to be the man to introduce them. 
It 1 had made a trade, wouldn't I have 
known itand had themin my possession ? 
Buell had them all morning and then gave 
them to Miller, and 1 took them two minutes 
before they were introduced. 

AS TRUE AS I AM SITTING HERE, 

two minutes before I introduced them I no 
more dreamed I was the individual to do it 
than you are this minute. The rumor that I 
have sold outto the Democracy simply con- 
tradicts itself. Sam Raymond and others in 
the Eighteenth Ward delegation held the 
resolutions back and wouldn’t let Miller put 
them in.

Democratic @evolt tn the Fifth Sena- 
torial Districti—Murrah for Buger and 
Finerty. 

The different precinct Roger organizations 
in the Fifth Senatorial District sent five del- 
egates each to a convention held last evening 
in the West Twelfth Street Turner-Hall. 
The room was crowded with an enthusiastic 
gathering of about 1,000 men. 

The meeting was called to order by James 
Munahan, who announced that it was a con- 
vention of the independent Democrats of the 
Fifth District who were opposed to the rule 
of the bosses and in favor of candidates who 


would acceptably represent the people. Will- 
iam O'Connell was elected Chairman. 

M. F. Leo offered the following, which was 
unanimously adopted amid great applause: 

Wurms, We, Democrats of the Fifth Sena- 
torial District, have been deprived of a voice in 
the late Senatorial primary, no notice of said 
primary or convention having been given; and 

Wurms, J. H. Hildreth has announced bim- 
self in connection with the “machine” to be 
the Democratic candidate; therefore 

Reglved, That we deny his right and fitness to 
be >= candidate of an honest people, and we 
berdby repudiate bis claims, and piedge our- 
seives to work and vote elecuion-day for the in- 
dependent candidate, W. H. Ruger. who has 
lived among us for a lifetime, whose honesiy 
has never been questioned, and who, if elected, 
will be admitted to a seat. 

Capt. P. MeGrath spoke briefly, saying that 
both Ruger and Finerty were men who would 
fitly represent the people, and who would be 
acceptable to the voters of all parties. He 
believed it was time to protest against the ma- 
chine and elect independent candidates, 

C. W. Woodman spoke of the object of the 
meeting and its independent character, and 
offered the following: 

WHEREAS, We have denounced tne “* machine” 
and the machine candidate tor Senator, and as 
the ( ongressional candidate, H. F. Sheridan, is 
another procuct of the same clique; therefore 

Resolved, That we hereby pledge our work and 
votes for John F. Finerty, the independent can- 
didate for Congress; and finally 

tiesolwed, That these five delegates from each 
precinct be and they are hereby ſustructed to 
change the name of each of the W. H. Ruger 
precinct clubs, and that hereafter said clubs be 
known as the Finerty and Ruger Precinct Clubs 
of this district. 

The resolutions were received with great 
applause and passed with ashow of intense 
enthusiasm.

Dees. 

Miles Kehoe followed with a 215 
speech in which he denounced Hildreth in 
unmeasured terms. The delegates had done, 
he said, a work which would be a credit wo 
the district. The candidates were all 
good, clean men. It was a shame 
and disgrace to nominate a man 
who might possibly be prevented from 
taking his seat, and the people of the district 
would resent the insult. They would elect 
a man to the State Senate who was free from 
any taint of dishonesty, and they would 
elect a Congressman who could represent the 
district with an ability which the candidate 
of the machine would not even dare to 
claim. In conclusion, the speaker urged 
every one in the audience to pull off his coat 
and putin hard, honest work for the people’s 
candidates—Finerty and Ruger.

First Congressional District—The Dem- 
ocrats Still on the Hunt tor a Candi- 
date—John Lyle King. 

The Democratic ** Touching Committee” in 
the First Congressional District 1s still grop- 
ing after a candidate.

Mr. Monrve 
has never been distinguished as a prominent 
politician, and isn’t one today, and the com- 
mittee spent most of The afternoon after his 
name was “mentioned” in endeavoring to 
locate him and find out just who he was, and 
in calculating the probable vote of a can- 
didate who would require a letter of intro- 
duction to the workers“ in his travels 
through che district. So far as anybody 
could learn, the committee had no communi- 
eation with Mr. Monroe whatever, but the 
betting was about even that he would be in 
during office hours today prepared to tell 
them, in case they called, that the law bysi- 
ness was good enough for him, and that the 
spectacie of a man being put up merely to be 
knocked down had no attractions so far as 
he was concerned. A later.rumor credited 
the Democracy with the intention to indorse

The City Council metin regular session 
last evening, all the Aldermen present ex- 
cept Ald. Sheridan. On motion of Ald. Dix- 
on, Ald. Lawler was elected temporary 
Chairman. 

Ald. Barrett introduced resolutions eulo- 
gistic of the late Peter Cunningham, which 
were unanimously adopted. . 

Ald. Burke introduced an ordinance pro- 
hibiting hotels and boarding-honuses from 
employing wore than one runner at each 
depot. It was referred to the Committee on 
License and made the speciai order for next 
Monday at 8 p. m. 

A communication from the Sisters of the 
Seminary of the Sacred Heart was read, ask- 
ing the privilege of burying members of the 
order in their private cemetery on West 
Taylor street. The Sisters are cloistered 
nuns, and may not leave their convent even 
to attend funerals. An ordinance granting 
the privilege was submitted. 

Aid. Everett moved to refer to the Com- 
mittee on Health and County Relations. He 
was opposed to any interference with the ex- 
isting ordinance which prohibits intramural 
burial. 

The rules were suspended by a vote of 23 
to 10, and the ordinance passed by 24 to 10, as 
follows:

UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPH. 

‘Ald. Blair offered an ordinance amending 
Secs. 2and3of the underground telegraph 
ordinance passed July 31. The new ordi- 
nance grants permission to Henry Corwit .., 
William C. Grant, and their associates to 
construct conduits and underground pas- 
sages in which to lay telegraph wires, and 
provides that the sections of the municipal 
code which provide that such conduits shall 
not be more than two feet wide and two feet 
deep shall not apply to this ordinance. 

Aid. Cullertou moved to suspend the rules 
and pass the ordinance. Losi—yeas 16, 
nays 17—and the matter went to the Commit- 
tee on Fire and Water. 

Ald. Burke and Lawler protested against 
the attempt of Cullerton and Purcell to rail- 
read the ordinance through, and Burke in- 
timated that it had a suspicious look. 

Ald. Wickersham said that the stipulation 
that the conduits must be large enough to 
accommodate other companies would bear 
further exainination. 

Ald. Cullerton defended his course, and 
said the opposition ought not to oppose any- 
thing which looked to the removal of the 
wires from the streets. Considerable fili- 
bustering followed over a motion to request 
the committee to report at the next reguiar 
meeting. The motion received 19 votes in 
the affirmative and 16 in the negative, but 
the Chair declared that a two-thirds vote was 
required, as by fixing the time the request 
became a special order. 

Ald. Cullerton protested against the de- 
cision, and Ald. Peevey created much laugh- 
ter by calling on the Chair to sustain his dig- 
nity and not be bulldozed by the buildozer 
from the Sixth Ward. A scene of the great- 
est confusion followed, until even Lawler: 
was compelled to protest against the circus. 
Finally the record was corrected by striking 
out the 9 o’clock provision, and the motion 
thus amended prevailed. 

Aid. Lawler reminded .the Council that 
there were rules prohibiting cursing and the 
use of bad language, and said that he would 


| strictly enforce the same and make the 


offenders apologize at the bar. It was not 
explained whom he referred to.

The New York, Chicago & St. Loyvis Railway 
opened its local busiress — moruing. 
The first regular passenger train left Welaon

The Baltimore & Ohio and tho Lake 
Front Litigation, 

A German city paper has the following in ref- 
erence to the bill filed to enjoin the Baltimore 
& Obio Railroad from building a depot on the 
Lake Front. The alleged teeling of the Ger- 
mans on the subject is due to the fact that the 
German Soolety for the Mrotection of Emigrants 
urged the railroad to provide additional facili- 
ties for the accommodation of the large number 
of emigranté coming in over this road: 

A Mr. Stafford bas assumed the responsibility 
of —— almseit the defender of the Lake- 
Front, and bas applied tor an injunction against 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company to pre- 
vent the erection of a depot in the rear of the 
already builtarmory on the Lake-Front. He 
has persuaded the Attorney-General, McCart- 
ney, to assist bim if this sult, as according to bis 
statement the State of Illinois and not the Cits 
of Chicago is the owner of the Lake-Front. The 
work On the depot, which had been already be- 


argued on the 6th of November before Judge 
Drummond. It this matter involved a direct 
sale of a part of the Lake-Frontto the Directors 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company or 
the grant of privileges which might endanger 
the right of the city to the sbore on the Lake- 
Front, Mr. Stafford ought to receive the 
praise and sympatby of every one, and 
it would be the duty of the municipal 
authorities to assist him in the prosecution of 
the case. But the ease stands on an entirely 
different basis. The Baltimore & Obio has for 
some years past used a part of the Exposition 
Building as its depot, for which the city did not 
receivea cent. This railway company brings to 
Chieeago thousands of immigrants, of whom a 
majurity ere Germans, and the rooms in the Ex- 
position Buiiding are entirely insufficient to ac- 
commodate even a very small portion of them, 
or to give them per protection from the 
weatber. Toremedy this great inconvenience, 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company, at the urgent 
r the German Society of this city, 
resolved ta erect a depot on the Lake-Front, 
rovided a strip of the Lake-Front should 
rented to them for said purpose. in consid- 
eration of thé undentable exigencies of the im- 
migranta, the City Ceuncil sanctioned the rent- 
ing of a part of the Lake-Front the Baiti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company, and the Mayor 
made a contract with the railroad that the 
latter should pay an annual rental of $6,000 for 
the use of said strip of land, with the 
express agreement that the company should 
remove from the same on six months’ notice. 
The last provision is made secure by a bond. 
The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad can under no 
eircumstances make a claim for the continuous 
ssion of said land, or in any way dispose of 
K in accordanee with their private wishes.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“The Merry War” by the Thalia Com- 
B pany. 

Before a very large audience the Thalia 
German comic opera company repeated its 
performance of Strauss’ eperetta The 
Merry War” at the Grand Opera-House last 
evening. To most people the name of this 
composer suggests only dance music of the 
most witching kind, strains of melody which 
set the feet in motion, tuneful measures 
which hold undisputed sway in ball and 
concert room. The spirit of the dance has 
been caught by this Viennese musiclan who 
reigns supreme as monarch of the measured 
steps and bids all alike “dance our ringiets 
to” his “ whistling wind.” But Strauss has 
done better things than those by which he is 
so well known, and the orchestratiou, mel- 
odic invention and harmony writing of his 
latest and most pretentious composition 
proves his claim to rank higher than as a 
mere composer of waltz music. Comicopera 
is to a certain extent all froth and sparkle. 
It should bubble with merriment and 
playfulness. The nonsense of the plot 
is to de forgotten in the humor 
of the music. The librettoin fact fills but a 
secondary role, and is the line on which to 
hang the pleasing notes—the vade mecum 
for conveying connected musical enjoy- 
ment. So thatin the true comic opera we 
expect a maximum of light and merry music 
and a minimum of text or of plot and coun- 
terplot. In “The Merry War“ this is just 
what Strauss nas provided for us—an abun- 
dance of melody for crowd and “ musical 
epicure’’ alike to enjoy. The score is con- 
celved in Strauss' happiest vein, and natur- 
ally enough the dauce-forms, which are his 
most natural mode of expression, pre- 
dominate. Dance-rhythms furnish the 
skeleton on which is built a substantial 
operetta, “The Merry War” is not the 
first of Strauss’ operettas which have been 
heard here, two of them, “Indigo” and 
»The Bat,” having been rendered before, the 
latter by the Geistinger company last winter. 
His “Carnival,” Cagliostro,“ and Lace 
Handkerchief,” though antedating “The 
Merry War,“ as to time of composi- 
tion, have yet to be produced in 
this city. But last night’s opera is Strauss 
best Work, as a whole, and its reception has 
been hearty and enthusiastic wherever it 
has been heard. Such was also its good 
fortune here, and although the German ver- 
sion is the one presented it needs no linguist 
to understand and appreciate the graceful 
musie. N 

The plot of the opera Was giveu in detail 
in Sunday’s Tex. The play turns on 
the rivalry between Genoa and Massa-Carra- 
ra for the possession of a fickle dancer who 
has made contracts with the theatres in both 
towns. The war is a mild one, and the con- 
sequent loss of lite not serious. Many 
amusing episodes occur in thé opposing 
camps, and finally the campaign ends on the 
receipt of the intelligence that the cause of 
the war has taken leave of both theatres. 
The plot is not especially ingenious, and the 
German text is rather better in Its wit than 
the Knglish libretto. However, the argu- 
ment furnishes a field for action, is unob- 
jectionable to the severest critic, and holds 
the play together through its three acts. 

The music, as we have already indicated, 
is uniforinly pleasing and merry in spirit and 
composition, The romanza if the second act 
has an element of pathos which brings out 
more forcibly the dancing, romping measures 
that follow. A catching waltz in G major, 
sung tirst by Marchese, Lovely Princess 
Melanie,” run through the entire opera, com- 
ing in at intervais most unexpectedly with a 
strain or two, and playing a sort of hide-and- 
seek game with the rest of the score. Um- 
berto’s couplet in the first act, written in 
F major, “Till now no drop of blood is 
shed“ in the English text, is taking, and 
runs easily into a waltz movement for chorus, 
which also recurs again in the piece. Bal- 
thasar’s song in E flat, 2-4 time, “ From Hol- 
land to Florence, ends with a spirited chorus, 
and there is a humorous duet between Ele 
and Balthasar, Dese Are Nice Shtofies,” 
also in the key of F, and another for the same 
characters in Cat the o ning of the third act, 
which proved popular nd the latter received 
a triple encore. Of the many bright melo- 
dies the finale to the second act between Um- 
berto and Violetta, “How darker grows the 
night” is simple and pretty, and there is 
some effective scoring in the march of the la- 
dies who never surrender’’ These are the 
principal numbers in The Merry War,” and 
some of them nave already found their way 
into the concert-room as orchestral pieces. 

Ot the performance and the actors last 
night the most noticeable point is the perfec- 
tion of the stage management as shown in 
the careful attention to details. The nice 
little dramatic effects were elaborated and 
show all that can be done in light opera in 
this direction. This care afd attention are 
always noticeable iu the performances of 
German and French organizations, and are 
worthy of more careful consideration 
by our own managers. It may be a 
little thing, for instance, that a soldier on 
the stage should invariably salute his supe- 
rior officer, or that the sentries on guard 
should be relieved with military precision, but 
it all adds to the realism and effect of the

gelegen,“ which was heartily encored. A 
handsome presence and fine voice are most 
excellent gifts for the part of Else, and these 
Mrs. Rabery possesses. Mr. Wilke as Um- 
berto has a strong baritone voice well suited 
to his part, which affords sufficient opportu- 
nities for the display of vocal talent. how- 
ever. without any necessity for interpolating 
a song, as was done in the second act before 
the finale. Mr. Lube is an admirable come: 
dian, one of the best on the boaras, and while 
his singing power is rather weak, his energy 
and dramatic ability atone for vocal def 
ciencles, and render his Balthasar a n- 
ished bit of work. Miss Jules is 
also a capital comedienne, and ives 
an inimitable personation of the martial 
Artemisia, while Miss, Hecht as Vivoletta 
has a fair soprano voice and is heard to 
good advantage in the first act. Mr. Klein 
is rather a high baritone than a tenor, and 
sang out of tune in the first concerted 
music, but redeemed himself and won an 
enthusiastic encore by his rendering of the 
pretty waltz “ Fair Melanie.” He is, more 
over, a first-rate actor—as in fact are all the 
principals in this company. The chorus is 
a large one, but seems weak in tenors and 
soprangs, and did not always sing in tune. 
Its best work was in the last choruses of the 
second act. The orchestra has been ma- 
terially incréased in size, but is at times tou 
loud, especially the brasses, for the vocal- 
ists. The costumes are handsome and 
the piece well mounted. The cast 
appears at least advantage in the duos and 
quartets, several of which lost all beauty and 
harmony by their maiinterpretation. The 
opera is certainly a marked success, although 
it is unfortunate that the good points in the 
dialog will be lost with those who do not 
understand the German language. The en- 
cores last night were many, but several of 
the best numbers will need a second hearing 
for their full appreciation. 'To sum up briefly: 
the first act is disappointing; the second full 
of good things, and it alone would insure the 
success of the opera, which is in the hands 
of excellent actors and admirably put upon 
the stage. 


Herrmann at McVicker’s, 

“The Great Herrmann” appeared last night 
at Mc Vicker’s before a good house, and vindi- 
cated the assumption of the epithet by a vari- 
ety of exceedingly clever tricks and comical 
illusions. Though far from the most pre- 
tentious of his performances, one of the best 
was his transfixing on the point of a sword 
the three cards selected by members of the 
audience, and thrown at Mr. Herrmann, with 
the pack, by his assistant. Very laughable, 
too, were the rabbit and invisible-wateh 
tricks, the dexterity of the sivight-of-hand 
being pleasantly accompanied by a running 
fire of apparently impromptu witticisms in 
broken English, which kept the house in 
continued good humor. It isunnecessary to 
enumerate all the wonders of the evening. 
That they are veritable wonders is the im- 
portant point, and no one who delights in 
that sort of thing should negiect to 
pay Mr. Herrmann a visit. The 
magical spirit cabinet especially 
fairly astonished the audience, as did also 
the really admirable feats of the “famed 
Japanese Prince Awatakatehinoshin”™ and 
Mile. Aidie, and the ventriloquial comicali- 
ties of Mr. E. D. Davies. One great charm 
of Mr. Herrmann’s performances is their ex- 
treme simplicity, set off, as it is, dy an un- 
failing low of good humor and genial wit. 
For those who wish to be puzzled and be- 
wildered there can hardly be a pleasanter en- 
tertalnment, and if the applause accorded 
Mr. Herrman last night be any criterion he 
should draw crowded houses during his six 
nights’ engagement.

GRAVEYARD INSURANCE. 


Alleged Crooked Transactions of the 
State Capital Life Association 
of Springfield, Illinois. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 23.—A few weeks 
ago Tux TRIBUNE’s dispatches contained an 
exposé of the operations of the State Capital 
Life Association of this city, showing that it 
had engaged in the business best known as 
graveyard insurance. This publication at- 
tracted the attention of Auditor Swigert, the 
Insurance Commissioner of the State, who 
immediately entered upon such an investi- 
gation of the operations of the concern as 
could be made without an inspection of its 
books. This investigation has shown, ac- 
cording to the statements of the officials of 
the department, that the concern has not only 
exceeded its corporate powers, but has also 
engaged in the most reprehensible kind of 
graveyard insurance, its operations of this 
character rivaling those of the most infam- 
ous of the Pennsylvania concerns which 
some time ago achieved such an unenviable 
notoriety. The only difference is that the 
men engaged in the graveyard schemes of 
this concern were not educated up to the 
point of murdering those upon whose lives 
they secured policies. The tendency of such 
schemes is to invite such crimes, but this 
concern was only organized last June, and 
perhaps its record would have been equal to 
that of its Pennsylvania prototypes had it 
been permitted to prey upon the public a few 
months longer. The Auditor today directed 
Attorney-General McCartney to immediately 
commence quo warranto proceedings against 
the association, requiring it to show by what 
authority it was attempting to transact in- 
surance business, the object being to wind up 
its affairs through the courts, 

This company appears to have been or- 
ganized by “Prof.” B. H. Blackwell, its 
present Secretary, who came here last sum- 
mer from Indianapolis, where he is reported 
to have been engaged in various graveyard 
and wildcat insurance ventures. Blackwell 
was once a preacher in Coles County, but is 
said to have been driven away from there by 
au indignant people on account of very un- 
clerical behavior. The first President was a 
man named Talbot, of whom tittle is known, 
but J. C. Simpson, who was one of the com- 
pany’s general agents, is charged with most 
of the crooked work done: 

The company operated mainly in the rural 
districts, and it has been ascertained that 
Simpson and his sub-agents precured about 
100 policies in the neighoorhood of Hey- 
worth, McLean County. Several fraudulent 
transactions of the concern in that locality 
have come tothe knowledge of the insur- 
ance department. It is stated that two polli- 
cles, amouuting to $5,000, were issued on the 
life of Peter Albrecht, aged 82, who is said 
to be a resident of Germany, and therefore 
could not become a member of the associa- 
tion. ‘These licies were made payable to 
Frederick C. Mielke, of Tolono, a grandson 
of Albrecht. A policy of $5,000 was issued 
on the life of Mildred Hancock, of Hey- 
worth, payable to Albert Newton, a sub- 
agent of the company, and in no way re- 
lated to the insured, while theconcern is only 
authorized by law to collect assesments for 
the benefit of the 8 and heirs 
of deceased members. s. Hancock was 
on her deathbed when this policy was issued, 
and died two weeks later, and the policy was 
issued without the knowledge of Mrs. Han- 
cock or her husband. Policies were issued 
on the life of J. B. Lewis, of Heyworth, in 
favor of Hiram Daniels for $8,000, of 
Philip Crose for $2,000, neither of them being 
of kin to the insured. Lewis was living 
when these applications were taken, but died 
before the policies could be delivered. 
Hiram Daniels was also given a policy for 
$5,000 on the life ef Jeremiah Padgett, aged 

2. to whom Daniels is in no way related. 
In none of these cases was any medical ex- 
amination made, 

Gen. J. N. Reece, Deputy United States 
Marshat, became President of the association 
about six weeks ago. He states that the 
trouble is all due to crooked agents, who ex- 
eeeded their instructions and deceived both 
the company and the people insuring. Healso 
stated that in all the cases investigated by 
the Auditor the papers were regular on their 
face, and the policies had been issued in 
good faith by the officers of the company, 
supposing that they were all straight. Simp- 
son and his sub-agents were discharged as 
soon as these transactions were discovered. 
Gen. Reece stated, further, that he had gone 
into this society, as he had into a half dozen 
other benevolent organizations, believing it 
to be a good thing, but he would close the 
company out if the authorities thought it 
was not lawfully entitled to carry on busi- 
ness, and did not propose that any one should 
be a loser by any of its transactions.

Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 23.—The time of the 
Orphans’ Court in this city has been taken 
up for a week or more in the trial of the case 
of John W. Watt against bis father-in-law, 
Maximilian Yoorhbead, one of the iron kings 
of Pittsburg.

This 
plan worked very well for a year or 
two. Then Mr. Watt became dissatisfied and 
trouble commenced. To please his son-in- 
law and set him even with the world, Mr. 
Moorhead paid off his debts contracted be- 
fore his marriage, ainounting to over $40,000, 
He allowed him $2,400a year for his support, 
gave him a position in his mill at 81.00 a 
year, and finally bought him a small dairy- 
farm at Swissvale and stocked it with cattle 
and implements of the business at a cost of 
about $10,000. Mr. Watt failed in everything 
he undertook, and at last Mr. Moorhead ob- 
tained for him the position of secretary to 
the Swissvale Car Works, at a salary of 
$1,200 a year, which he still holds. Mr. 


Watt's wife died, leaving three children. A 


few days ago Mr. Moorhead removed them 
to his own house, where they could be under 
his care and be properly provided for. He 
did this, as he alleges, because Mr. Watt was 
not able to educate them, and was, moreover, 
morally unfit to have supervision over them. 
Mr. Watt early last week applied to the 
Orphans’ Court to have his children restored 
to him. Mr. Moorhead resists the applica- 
tion, and has introduced a large amount of 
evidence to show that Watt is unfit to have 
charge of the children, who are the sole heirs 
toan estate worth over a million dollars. 
The testimony today Is a sample of the 
whole. A few extracts are appended: 

Marshal Childs testified as to knowing 
John Watt for perhaps ten years. He had 
seen frequent exhibitions of ill-temper on the 
part of respondent towards his wife. Onone 
oecasion, when he visited the house of Mr. 
Watt, he heard the latter call his wife by 
some very vile epithets. At the dinner-table 
Mr. Watt often made remarks regarding the 
edibles, and would ‘cause his wife to shed 
tears. On another occasion, when his wife 
was in a condition that should have insured 
kindness, he applied epithets which should 
not be used atany time. The respondent, in 
talking with his wife through the telephone 
at Mr. Moorhead’s mill, used language which 
cannot be repeated. At all times the general 
demeanor of Mr. Watt towards his wife and 
her mother was very disgraceful. Witness 
here detailed how the respondent had threat- 
ened to shoot Mr. Moorhead, and said 
he (Mr. Moorhead) was get off too 
cheap. Watttold witness that Max Moor- 
head would always provide for him and his 
wife, and all he had to do was to make money 
enough to buy whisky and cigars. 

Asa P. nore brother of the last witness, 
was next called. He testified to knowing 
John Watt about a year. His testimony was 
as follows: 1 have taken meals often at 
respondent’s house. He (Watt) was a man 
of very suilen temper, and would get angry 
and ‘scowl’ occasionally at his wife. The 
latter was much mortified about his con- 
duct.” Witness here repeated some epithets 
which Watt had used against d but 
they are unfit for publication. The fespond- 
ent told witness that he would puta bullet 
through his father-in-law some day. This 
threat was made when Mr. Moorh refused 
him some money. 

Dr. Murdoch was sworn, and said he was 
family physician to the Moorhead family, 
and a relative by marriage. He knew the 
relationship between the family was not 
pleasant. Witness had a private conversa- 
tion with * on one occasion as to 
what he should do under the circumstances. 
He (Watt) replied in a tirade of profanity 
and obscenity which was altogether unfit to 
be repeated in court. At the time shese state- 
ments were made Mrs. Watt was lying on 
her death-bed. The conversation occurred 
in the bath-room, and referred to matters of 
a private nature. 

‘What was the condition of Mrs. Watt 
r when she returned from Phila- 
deiphia ?”’ 

Dr. Murdoch—“She was suffering from 
rheumatism of the limbs, and gradually los- 
ing her vital powers. or two weeks prior 
to death the deceased was unable to express 
herself, and for a week of that thne was un- 
conscious.” 

Other witnesses testified to Watt’s bad 
temper and general cussedness, to his abuse 
of his wife and her family, and to threats to 
kili his father-in-law. The case is still on 
trial.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 28.—The fact is, 
that Arabi was simply the instrument and 
the accomplice of the Sultan in all this 
Eyptian busivess.

CAPT. MAYNE REID. 
War Experi- 


Some of His Mexican 
ences, 

Spectal to Cincinnati Commercial. 
Wasninaron, D. C., Oct. 21.—Mr. Mayne 
Reid, who was placed on the pension list the 
other day, and whois now living in a very 
quiet way near a little English town in 


paper, instead of the thrilling fiction which 
has made him well known to the boys of the 
world, was a gay youth when he was young- 
er. He is described by men who knew him 
before the Mexican war as a dashing, some- 
what reckless, handsome young Englishman 
with a hot temper. He went to the Mexican 
war in the New York volunteer regiment 
commanded by Gen. Ward Burnett, who 
was himself pensioned last year. Reid knew 
something about soldiering, and, having 
found favor in the eyes of his Colonel, was 
appointed a Lieutenant and placed in com- 
mand of a company at Pueblo, Mexico, 
where the American army halted for a time. 
Lieut. Reid, while reproving one of the men 
in his company, became very much heated 
and ran his sword through the man’s body. 
The man died thesame night. Lieut. Reid’s 
grief was almost uncontrollable. The feel- 
ing against him, despite the fact that he had 
provocation for the act, was very strong in 
the regiment. A soldier and a slave were 
not synonomous to an American army in 
those days, even in the mouths of officers. If 
the regiment had not moved with the rest ot 
the army toward the City of Mexico the next 
day, Lieut. Keid would have been court-mar- 
tialed and might have been shot. As it was.

Reid in many ways, 
rode over to where the New Y ork regiment was 
lying, and calling up his friend told him that 
on the morrow a storming party of volun- 
teers and regulars was to be sent to the forts 
on the hights, and urged him to apply for 
permission to go with it, that he might wash 
away the blood on his hands with the blood 
of the Mexicans, at the worst 97 bravely 
in the foremost of the fight. jieut. Reid, 
his face glowing with pleasure and his form 
quivering with emotion, grasped the hands 
of his friend, and, shaking them in his 
strong, hearty way, thanked him most ex- 
travagantly for his kind thoughtfulness. 
Wilcox galloped back to his headquarters 
and Reld went to bed. 

He was siceping more restfully than he 
had slept before for weeks, when Lieut. 
Wilcox caine galloping back toward morning 
and routed him out again. The smile with 
which Reid met him faded away when Wil- 

ox said, I am sorry to ony that 1 have just 
earned that none but reaulars will be per- 
mitted to go in the storming party today.”’ 

‘Then, as he saw Reid’s face fail and the 
old sorrow coming back, he went on to say: 
But 1 think I see a bod to which you can 
take a hand in the attack. Your regiment 
will probably be set to guard the artillery 
which will cover the advance of-the storming 
party. Of course the guns will be silenced 
as soon asthe storming party gets within 
their range. That will be your opportunity.”’ 

Reid’s face flushed with pleasure, and the 
smile came back again as his friend contin- 
ued:.

The Story of the Fallof Mana Spiritual 
Barbarism, but the Divinity of Christ 
Ass erted.

The system of Christian theology rests 
upon the fall of man from a state of ver- 
fection. “ Asin Adam all died, so in Christ 
shall all be made alive again,” says the 
Apostie, in effect, at least, for we quote 
from memory.

No mat- 
ter what science may demonstrate or attempt 
to demonstrate, his safety lies in clinging to 
the plenary inspiration of the Scriptures to 
begin with, and, as that includes the story of 
the creation and tall of man, and the history 
of the birth, death, and sacrifice of Christ, he 
cannot, as we say, speaking humanly, go be- 
hind the returns. lie is safe there, and there 
only; the moment he begins to pick the un- 
derpinning out, to concede that the Bible is 
an inspired book in any qualified or ambigu- 
ous sense, he is in danger of bringing the 
whole theological edifice down about his 
ears.

COAL IN MEXICO, 


Phillips’ and Hamilton’s Re- 
ports on the Subject. 
The Chicago Times of a recent date makes 
a statement to the effect that no coal has 
been discovered in Mexico. This statement 
is so different from the reports of geologists 
and miners who have examined that coun-

necessary, as it is by no means probable that 


a tract of country like Mexico, rich in every | 


variety of mineral, should be left without an 
adequate supply of carboniferous fuel. 

Prof. J. Van Cleve Phillips, in a commu- 
nication to the Mining Review, Feb. 15, states 
that he, in 1878, examined a coal basin in the 
Santa Rosa Mountain Range, 120 miles west 
of the Rio Grande at Eagle Pass, and there 
was at that point a six-foot vein of coal 
opened, which was semi-anthracite. This 
cafion could be traced for twenty miles, and 
he considers it an extension of one of the 
New Mexico anthracite coal-fields south. 
In other localities reports are given of bitu- 
minous coal-veins which could be traced by 
the croppings for miles. 

Leonidas Hamilton, in his work entitled 
the “Border States of Mexico,” states that 
“in the State of Pueblo the extensive coal 
fields add to the wealth of this great terri- 
tory.” In speaking of the resources of the 
State of Sonora he says, The mineral belt 
extends through this region, including val- 
uable mines of gold, silver, and galena, and 
coal.” This coal-field in Sonora consists of 
an immense deposit.of anthracite coal, with 
indications of bituminous, showing that 
there are extensive beds of both anthracite 
and bituminous coal. The coal-bed now 
taken up under the law, or denounced ” as 
it is termed, amounts to one square league of 
coal. One vein is nine feet and six inches 
thick, and twenty-two teet below this 
another vein seven feet in thickness has 
been discovered. ‘The formation indicates a 
large coal-field, but developments so far are 
limited. 

In Sinola, coal has been found about seven- 
+ ly miles from Mazatlan, cropping out 
three feet in width. 

In the southwestern part of the State of 
Chihuahua there are many mines of the 
precious and useful metals, containing gold, 
silver, copper, lead, iron, tin, saltpetre, bi- 
tuminous coal, and cinnabar. Thus it will 
be seen from this hasty sketch Sthat Mexico 
is by no means destitute of coal, and it is 
more than probable that further exploration 
of her wonderful mineral resources will 
show that coal has been furnished by the 
provident hand of Nature in sufficlen@#y uan- 
tities to satisfy every legitimate demand so 
long as any necessity shall exist. 


FLAT FEET. 


Malformation Caused by Bad Shoes— 
Why Women Bun Awkwardiy. 

The chief surgeon of the Swiss Federal 
army declares that the Swiss examining sur- 
geons are compelled to reject every year 800 
recruits—the strength of a battalion—for mal- 
formation of the foot resulting from wearing 
badly-fitting shoes. Thehuman foot is in re- 
ality a bow so elastic that at every step it ex- 
pands and contracts, iengthens and shorteng 
A line drawn through the centre of the great 
toe should intersect the heel. But, despite 
all the books which have ever been written 
on the anatomy of the organ in question, 
those whose business it is to cover it act as if 
the foot werea solid piece of mechanism. 
They cabin, crib, and confine the big toe, 


which requires room for lateral expansion, | 


until it is forced against its neighbors and is 
tortured by corns, bunions, and sometimes 
painful inflammations of the joints. Flat- 
footedness is due to many causes connected 
with improperly-made shoes; yet, if people 
would insist on their foot gear being con- 
structed so as to allow the toes free action 
and the instep its due play, it would be quite 
possibie to cure the mischief. 

A pair of perfect shoes, the Swiss Medicai 
Colonel contends, should, when placed to- 
gether, touch only at the toes and heels; the 
soles should follow the sinuosities of the feet 


and, to give room for their expansion should the 4 


exceed them by about one “size.”’ The po- 
culiar, awkward running gait of women and 
big girls is due to a weak-kneedness clharac- 
teristic of the sex, owing to the different way 
the upper supvorts of their limbs grow as 
they approach maturity.

THE NEW OLIVE BUTTER 


is excellent for frying purposes. There's something 
in a name, but probably nothing of the “ olive” in the 
butter except its color; but, besides being assured by 
chemists that this is a perfectly pure vegetable oil, 
all housekeepers who have tried it will agree that it is 
extremely economical and makes a very delicate fry- 
ing material. Here was formerly the situation in the 
kitchen over the frying-pau: You could take lard, 
which was not cheap, ana “used up” very fast; you 
bad butter, which, besides being expensive, required 
a skiliful cook to keep it from burning; or you could 
use salad oil, which, though costing alarmingly to be- 
gin with, required so little to do the work that the 
cuoking-schoo! would tell you it was like the widow's 
cruse—it did not seem to lose perceptibly; after fry- 
ing fifty oysters the bottle was nearly as full as be- 
fore. But very few American housekeepers could be 
brought, by its first expensiveoess, to try using sweet 
oll, which ts the frying material of all South Europe. 
We leave out of the list “ clarified tat.“ or dripping, 
because there is seldom enough of this todo the en- 
tire cooking with, even with a conscientious person in 
the kitchen who understands how to save and use it 
all, as it should always be insisted on. The two best- 
known vegetable olls that this country produces are 
cotton-seed oil and peanat-oll, both of which are 
understood to have been for years exported to Eu- 
rope. coming back to us in wicker-covered flasks as 
lialian olive oll. Hea) olive oil from California is too 
small a product as yet to count much inthe home 
market. The manufacturers of the new olive butter 
—which is not butter at all, but a clear, greenish oil— 
huve agreed to giye us a home product, warranted 
pure, without the ocean voyage; though, to conciliate 
our ridiculous American vrejudices, do not label it 
cotton-seed or peanut oll, the formar of which it 
Anybody wbo tries it will agree that it 
cooks as wellas salad on and as all vegetable oils 
heat at lower temperature than the solid animal fata, 
it does not burn away or waste as rapidly as lard. It 
comesin convenient cans, with a mouthpiece, like 
the kerosene oil-can, so that you can pour off just the 
desired quantity for use. and, after cooking, this can 
be carefully strained and returned to the can, except 
it has been used for fish. when it must be put n a 
separate bottle and kept apart for this use. It has a 
slightly pungent smell when cooking, which is suid to 
be entirely removed by the use of a pinch of salt. but 
which is no worse than other frying through the 
house. The egge-plants, oysters, clam, or corn fritters 
that are turned out of olive butter by a good cook, 
bave not a particle of greasiness about them, nor 
any taste whatever of the medium in which they are 
fried.
